Summary of reasons for decision: 


The image file depicts iconic cartoon characters, one of whom is a dog, involved in a sexual situation. 
The likelihood of harm to adults is limited by the obviously contrived and unrealistic nature of the 
image and its intended purpose as taboo-breaking humour. However, while adults are likely to dismiss 
these elements as relatively innocuous, the nature of this image is likely cause harm to younger 
viewers, who will not have the maturity or experience to deal with this type of sexual humour and 
who are less likely to understand the satirical intent. This may have a negative effect on their sexual 
development. A restriction limiting the availability of the publication to adults therefore reduces the 
likelihood of injury to the public good. The classification of the image files interferes with the right 
to freedom of expression contained in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 but, given the sexual 
content of the image, the decision is a reasonable and demonstrably justified limitation on its 
availability.
